THE MARINE INSURANCE 
: MARKET. 


France and England relating to Newfoundland 
and Westarn and Central Africa. The other 
was the Report on the Bill for the ratification of 
the Treaty concluded on February 13 this yoar 
between the French Government and Siam.’ In 
this document M. Dolonclo says the present 
Convention is nat so favourable to France as 
the Treaty of October 3, 1893 ; nevertholess ha. 
considers it may have good results, especially 
if the French Government is determined to 
follow a policy of peace, but, at the samo time, 
a policy of vigilance, which will avert ony 
danger which may, some day threaten Indo-- 
| China. France is. determined to oxercive her 
preponderance in, the Mekong Valley, und to 
required absolute nontrality in the valley of the 
Monam. The present Convention might seoure 
that result, and might become the starting ' 
point. for supplementary accords, which are 
recommended hy M. Deloucle in tho course of 
his Report. ' By ‘the signature of those supple- 
men{ary secords, Siam would incontestably 
securé the friendship and good offices of the 
French Republic ond the disinterested and 
loyal assistence of French engineers, savants, 
lawyera, and c-pitalists. If, on the contrary, . 
Siam should persevere in the ambitious warlike 
Licy she inaugurated twenty years ugo aguiast 
the rest of Indo-China, and if she should refuse 
those supplementary accords demanded by 
France-in the interest of Siam herself, it would, 
declares M. Deloncle, he very unfortunate for 
that country, The Frosch would pity the 
Siamese for throwing themselves into ndven- 
tures, but they would be obliged to take 
precautions against being dragged intd them 
too. With these observations, M#. Deloncle, in 
the name of the Committes, demands the Cham- 
ber to ratify the Convention.’ 


THE MILITARY SYSTEM 
‘ OF JAPAN. 

Baron Suyematsy, ic the course of u letter 
addressed to Lord Newton, whichis published 
in the forthcoming issue of. the National 
Service Fourndl, gives his views on the salient 
points of tho universal service system in Japan. 
Baron Suyematsu states that Japan hes found 
that system superior to her old system, wherein ' 
fighting men formed o distinct class, and mad 
milita 


palsory service put the country to less expense 
and tends to made every citizen of the land feel 
his responsibility to the State more keenly-——in 
other words, makes him more loyal and patriotic. 
Tho universal service system dispenses with the 
necessity of eniploying ull sorts of devices to 
induce men to enlist under the national flag for 
military service. It also enables the country 
to obtain, on the whole, more desirable recrnits. 
Tho Japanese “ spiritual edncation” is really 
an olevated. ethical teaching, and is .of the 
greatest benefit to the country. Japan has 
never had the least cause for regretting the 
adoption of her present system, and the nation 
is now heart and soul in favour of consor iption, 
which is rogarded’as the one exsontial factor in 
‘the country's defensive system. . ; 


RUSSIA AND THE LAWS. 

It is easy to take the measure of the Russian 
officials’ mental attitude. when he says, ‘! The 
regrettable incident is one for which the 
fishermen were probably: to blame.” There'is 
undoubtedly in the mind of those responsible 
for tho Russo-Japanese War a feeling that their 
party (the Grand Dukes’ party) is above -all- 
human flaw, and when ‘it suits their purpose it 
is judiciously blended with their translation of 
Divine law. As for International “ Law,” thst 
is nowhore. There is a story of a Rugsian 


Petersburg. who, when fox-hunting in England 
aqme few years back, desived to purchase ‘a 
well-bred black mare belonging to a farmer who 
was driving in to market with his family. ‘The 
Grand Duke asked him to name his prices; the 


.| farmer said the animal was a favourite and a 


pet and was not for sale. The Graod- Duke 
then dxew a revolver and shot the mare dead in 
the shafts. I believe eventually he -had to pay 
the sum he had offered for the mare as com- 
ponsation, but im justice he opght to have beer 
imprisoned us well.
